ON FRENCH LAWS 


REV, GUNN TALKS 


Reviews Acts of France Against 
the Church 


Pastor of the Sacred Heart Churchi 
Continues Interesting Series 
of Sermons on Relations 
of the Church and 
State. 


To a large congregafion yesterday 
morning Father John Gunn, pastor of 
the Sacreq Heart church, continued his 
series of sermons on the relations of 
church and state in France, speaking 
of some of the recent French laws af- 
fecting the church and showing the 
“animus” of the state. 

He said: 

“We have studied the circumstances 
and the causes which brought church 
and state together in the old world. and 


| we have seen why they were kept apart 


the new. 

“There is no docfrine of our church in- 
volved in the question of union, alliance 
or fellowship of church ang state. Con- 
ditions may make ‘union ‘very desirable 
or very unfortunate. Church and State 
should be (friends, but _not married 
friends. They should be considered like 
wings of the same bird, two arms 
of the same man, two branches of the 
same service, both helping the nation and 
its citizens to work out their temporal 
ang eternal destiny. 

“Considering the present state of gso- 
ciety and the unfortunate divisions in 
Christianity, the American idea of sepa- 
ration éatisfies every longing and pro- 
tects every church right. The state is 
not linked to any religion, but recog- 
nizes the existence and influence of the 
chur@h as a social institution, necessary 
to the safety of society itself. The state 
irreligion the sure pro- 
‘ured social decay and ruin, and 
hence it favors and protects religion. A 
godless community is doomed. A town 
without a church is the chosen home of 
vice and crime. A society that recog- 
hizes no God is rotten to the core. For 
that reason religion is protected in Amer- 
ica. Sixty years ago De Tocquevile wrote: 
‘There is no country in the whole world 
in which the Christian religion retains 

influence over the souls of 
men than in America.” By regulating 
domestic life it regulates the state. Re- 
ligion is the foremost of the institutions 
of the country. l am certain that the 
Americans hold religion to be indispen- 
sable to the maintenance republican 
institutions.’’
